$80,000 STEAMER 
WILL BE BUILT FOR 
OHIO RIVER TRADE 

SritM Line Lets Contract for Jiew 
Steel Hull Steamer for the 
lluntlnglnn.flnrlnnntl 
Trade. 

A new typo steel-hull river steamer 
will bo plying between Cincinnati and 
Huntington, W. Va., In a few months, 
Mrs. Gordon C. Grecno, wife of Cnp- 
toln Gordon C, Greene .owner of the 
Greene Line steamers, announced 
Monday. The cost will bo approxi- 
mately 180,000. 

Mrs. Green said that her husband 
had gono to Pt. I'lcn sunt to let the 
contract for the new steamer. Al- 
though Mrs. Greene had DOt received 
word from her husband that the deal 
had been closed, n dispatch from Oal- 
llpolls, Ohio, said that the contract 
had been let to a company nt Pt 
Pleasant. Ohio. Tho Marietta Manu- 
facturing Company received the con- 
tract, according to Mrs. Greene. 

It Is believed thnt the now steamer, 
which will be named the Tom Greene, 
In honor of Captain Greene's son, will 
be the first boat with a steel hull to 
be used In the Ohio River trade. Mrs. 
Greene said that neither she nor her 
husbnnd had heard of any boat of |ti 
type being used on the Ohio River. 
Mrs. Greene has taken an Interest In 
her husband's work for a number of 
years and In his absence frequently 
nets os Captain of one of his boats 
Captain Greene operates the Green- 
wood. Tacoma. Chris Greene and the 
Chllo. 

The new steamer will be 200 feet 
long and 38 feet wide, with a capacity 
of about 500 tons. There will be 50 
staterooms, and equal attention will be 
given to passenger and freight car- 
goes between Cincinnati and Hunting- 
ton. The boat will go up the river to 
Huntington in one day and return the 
next day. 

According to Mrs. Greene it will be 
constructed of steel to tho boiler deck 
and will be unslnkablc. Airtight com- 
partments will be built which will 
hold the boat above water for a time 
longer than it would take to remove 
passengers and cargo. 

Mrs. Green said that her husband 
had been contemplating the construc- 
tion of a new steamer for some time, 
but that he had held off during the 
war because of prices and after the 
war because of unfavorable business 
conditions. Work will be begun on the 
boat Immediately.

Thirty Men In Automobiles Capture

A band of thirty men, In five auto- 
mobiles and two trucks, attempted in 
make a raid on the E. J. Curlcy dis- 
tillery at Camp Nelson, Jessamiiu 
county, shortly after midnight Mon- 
day according to u report received at 
the office of Prohibition Director Bam 
Collins. 

Tho attack, however, was frustrated. 
The bandits captured one of the 
guards but wcie apparently afraid to 
enter the distillery building becatif 
they were unable to discover the 
whereabouts of the other guards stu- 
tioned there. 

The bandits attempted to make the 
one guard they had cacptured tell 
where the other men were hidden, ac- 
cording to a telephone massage from 
Nleholaaville Monday afternoon, but 
he refused to give them the informa- 
tion.

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SOCIAL WORKERS 1 CONFERENCE 

The program of the conference o£ social workers recently held in 
Lexington was Interesting throughout, and the meeting a successful 

one. The address of Mr. Own Lovcjoy, of New York, was of partie. 
nlar Importance beeauae of his long experience as u social worker and 
his reputation as an authority upon all the subjects which were dis- 
cussed. 

The vital part of Mr. Lovejoy's addrcs swas concerned with edu- 
cation. He laid down the Ihesis that education is fundamental be- 
cause the ehild is fundamental There is no eaeape fro mthat logic. 
The child, at least in all modern Christian nations, has been "set in 
the midst." and its interests have become central. Society is, iu 
fact, organized about the child and every true civilization may he 
tested by its attitude toward child-life. 

The progress of the race depends almost solely upon the propel 
culture Of the children of today. They arc the future. To shape 
them to a finer mold, to lave them from ignorance and prejudice, to 
elevate them to a higher moral plane, to fix in their minds nobler 
ideals than have prevailed, and to equip them better for the conquest 
of the world than any other generation has been equipped, is the 
only way in which th race can take a single step forward. 

Mr. Lovejoy emphasized the truth that our present system of 
education fails iii two directions: it is neither universal nor adequate, 
There are nearly six million illiterates above the ape of ten. There 
arc eight million rural children, children living in the country proper 
or in small towns, only five per cent of whom pass through the high 
school, while the percentage in the cities is twenty-five per cent. We 
are spending forty dollars upon the education of the city child and 
bul twenty-four dollars on his country cousin. The former is in 
school 180 days each year, while the latter has hut 137 days of 
schooling out of the 365 days of the year. 

Moreover, education is more or less superficial in both cases. 
Too many leave school, even after passing through the entire grade 
and high school course, with but a smattering of knowledge, know- 
ing a little about many things but possessing a bare minimum of 
sound and accurate information about some things. Above all, there 
is the neglect of fundamentals iu favor of many "fads." English is 
scarcely taught at all, Grammar and rhetoric are slighted along the 
entire course of study, and more serious still is the one greate desider- 
atum is apparently ignored— the power to think clearly and accu- 
rately. 

The time is coming when we shall wake up to a realization of 
these things and insist upon a reorganization of our school system 
and a new emphasis upon the matters which arc most vital— Lexing- 
ton Leader. 

SACRED REDS 

Frederick A. Parmenter and Alessandro Bemadelli were shot 
dead at South Braintree, Mass, April 2f>. 11120, while defending a shoe 
factory payroll in their charge. It was broad daylight. The rob- 
bers escaped in an automobile. Two of them. Niccola Sacco and 
Bartolomco Vauzclti, unnaturalized Italians, were tried for murder 
in the first degree in the summer of 1921. The care shown in select- 
ing a jury may be judged from the fact that out of a venire of 500 
only seven jurors were accepted- The trial was fair. Representa- 
tives of the Italian government sat through it, as did representatives 
of Italian newspapers of Boston and New York and of certain radical 
societies, deeply concerned in the defendants, who arc extreme rad- 
icals. 

The defendants had alert and acute lawyers. The judge's 
charge was eminently impartial. The indignation manufactured and 
manifested against it in Europe seems to arise in part fro a forged 
quotation, but is suspected to have been fomented originally by two 
Communist comrades o fthe defendants. One comrade, himself sus- 
pected of complicity in the murders, managed to escape to Europe. 
The other was deported h ythe government The jury found a ver- 
dict of murder in the firsl degree. The judge granted the defendants 
until November I to file exceptions. <*o July 2it a motion for n new 
trial was filed. At Cambridge, on October 22. a dale for a hearing 
o nthe million was set by Judge Thayer, who presided at the trial, 
the counsel bavin gheen unable to agree upon a day. A fat fund is 
being raised by the domestic Reds. — New: York Times.

The 1'irst to arrive in connection 
with this conference arrived on Sun- 
day, October 23, whe nthe first of the 
Japanese delegation camo from San 
Francisco where they landed several 
days before from their boat. Iu this 
delegation were Vice Admiral Kato 
and General Tauaka and several aides 
who will play an important part in the 
conference. Prince Tokogawa, who 
heads tho Japanese delegation will ar- 
rive soon with Admiral Tomasaburo 
Kato another delegate. The third big 
delegate from Japan is Baron Shide- 
hara, who is already In Washington 
as ambassador from his country. 

"There are many people who feci 
that this conference is a foolish thing 
because they think it will end the 
tame as t lie Paris peace conference 
and the world club plan. This can not 
be, children, because President Hard- 
ing has made it plain, as far back as 
last July when he sent out the first 
invitation, that complete disarmament 
is impossible and wo can be sure that 
he will do nothing and bus nothing in 
mind except action that is practical. 
As President Harding said in his In- 
vitation of August 11 — 'Productive 
labor Ik staggering tinder an economic 
burden too heavy to be borne unless 
the present \a«t public expenditures 
are greatly reduced. It is idle to look 
tor stability o rthe assurance of social 
justice, or the security of j eace, while 
wasteful and unproductive ■ utlays de- 
price effoil of its jusl reward and de- 
reai the reasonable expo tation of 

progress.' 

"So you see, children, the only way 
to even hope for halting these ever In- 
creasing ci sts for arntaniom a for the 
untrlsa most largely con srned to 
get together and find some basis up- 
o nwhlch to agree where to step build- 
ing shipB, guns, etc 

"When you Bee these n.cn who arc 
already in Washington, such men as 
Admiral Ilcatty of England, Gen, Jac- 
ques »f Belgian), Gen. Diaz of Italy, 
and Marshal Koch of France, men 
whose business is based upon war— 
when you see them here with an earn- 
est deslro to help bring about a cut- 
ting down of arms and an agreement 
to help toward world peace, at least 
to a certain degree, you feel that the 
fellow who thinks this conference a 
joke is a joke himself. In other words 
President Harding has called the na- 
tions together at the right time to talk 
about the right subject. He is not as- 
suming to thell them what to do, for 
example, wit hregard to the Pacific 
and Far Kast where the situation is 
most grave between Japan and China. 
He has asked them to come and talk 
It all over as men. men representing 
their countries and as men who. like 
himself, feel that war is horrible and 
that any practical step to help reduce 
its chances should be taken at once. 

"China, which has much at stake, 
feel* very happy over the prospects 
Through her minister in Washington 
she replied too the invitation, saying

"Another vital subject to be taken 
up will be the control of new. and 
ghastly means of warfare. The world 
will not soon forget that Germany 
was the first to use poison gas and It 
Is to be part of the work of this con- 
ference to control the use of this and 
worse weapons. 

"All In all, children, 1 find a spirit 
jf hope throughout our National Cap- 
ital, both from Americans and for- 
eigners and I know that practical 
steps toward peace wil lbe taken when 
these men meet on November 11. It 
may mean many misunderstandings, 
but In the end a settlement will be 
ren. had to make it more difficult for 
nations to fly at each others throats 
\ believer they disagree. I will be 
■tome again soon lo tell you more but 
I must stop now and go to bed. Ite 
Kood children.

county grand Jury yesterday. 

A number of witnesses appeared b| 
the court house Monday In response , 
to summonses from the grand Jury 
end were questioned. No statement 
could be obtained from the foreman 
or any members of the grand Jury 
concerning the Investigation. The wit- 
nesses summoned, however, were 
those who had been with Miss Ralnc: 
on the night she fell to her death or 
who had been with her the previous 
afternoon 

The day following Miss Rainey's 
death a coroners Jury returned a ver- 
dict declaring that the young woman 
had come to her death "from injuries 
sustained by accidentally falling from 
a window in the Lafayette Hotel." 

Shortly after Miss Ralney was 
picked up on flic sidewalk and rushed 
to the hospital Carl Wiedemann, Cin- 
cinnati, son of George Wiedemann, 
president of the Wiedemann Brewing 
Company, who was In the young wom- 
an's room at the hotel at the time, 
told police sho had Jumped from the 
window, having become despondent 
The next day before the coroner's Jury- 
he declared that she had been sitting 
In the window and accidentally fell 
out. 

Miss Rained was the daughter of 
Dr. l.oulse Ralney of Newport, and 
was regarded as one of the most beau- 
tiful girls In the state.
